The Planning Commission had 
Stated the reason for the denial 
was the change was incompatible 
wih the general plan, The owner 
in his appeal said although the 
State Division of Highways 
planned to locate an off ramp 
off the freeway, it was not yet 
confirmed, He said in view of 
the growth of the area, a com- 
mercial zone would bring people 
to the area to shop, 

One councilman said he hoped 
the change if approved would 
not open the door to another gas

In angry rebuttal, I,.T, McFad- 
den, owner of McFadden’s Arts 
and Crafts, said, and added that 
he was speaking for himself, ‘‘] 
am burned to my toes that John- 
ny Come Lately’s seem to know 
aii of the answers as far as 
running a business is concerned. 
I've been in business for 30 
years and suddenly I find I know 
nothing, so they say,
